Accorp1ne to the telegrams the Sardinian army has 
invested Peschiera, from the Lago di Garda to the 
Mincio. This must mean that they have thrown up 
field works and batteries on the western side only, a 
little in advance of Castiglione. The eastern side of 
Veschiera is still open for reinforcements from Ve- 
rona and by the valley of the Adige. The Sardi- 
nians, under Charles Albert captured Peschiera ia 
1849, after a seven weeks siege, and the time gained 
by the resistance of the fortress is said to have greatly 
assisted Radetzky in his endeavour to recover Italy 
for his young master. At that time the Sardinians 
crossed at Goitothe very day the fortress yielded. The 
town was originally fortified by Napoleon the first, 
but of late years its defences have been greatly ex- 
tended. It is surrounded by seven detached forts or 
Mamelons, and probably the roar of cannon which 
las been heard in this direction for the last three 
days, was occasioned by attacks upon these out- 
works. The Mincio is not navigable at Peschiera, 
being traversed by a great number of dams or weirs, 
for the purpose of catching the fish entering the 
river from the lake. By raising the sluices the Aus- 
_trians can inundate the country on both sides of the 
river. The twenty-seven iron-shielded gun boats, 
moved up by the French, can operate only on the 
Lake, wiere the Austrians have three or four war 
stcamers, probably of little use. 

_ Nearly midway between Pegchiera and Mantua, is 
Villafranca, still the head quarters of the Austrian 
imperor, as it was of Charles Albert when he block- 
aded Radetzky at Verona. As the distance between 
Villafranca and Valeggio, the French head-quarters, 
is but five miles, it is not unlikely that another en- 
gagement is impending. It is plain the Austrians 
must be defeated, or retire voluntarily before Pes- 
chiera can be completely invested. 

A little above ‘Mantua it is understood that the 
French have moved 35,000 men toGoito. This move 
masks the fortress, leaving the rest of the army free 
to fight a battle, or to invest Verona. The 
_,plan of the French Emperor seems to be to 
drive a wedge of troops between the fortresses of 
Peschiera and Verona on the north, and Mantua and. 
Lugnano on the sonth, leaving the latter to be dealt .

The plaintiff stated, that while «t tea on 

a certain evening, a stack of corn was seen 
on fire, and an alarm having been immediately given, 
the neighbours crowded round the burning s and: 
extinguished it. It appeared that while they were w- 

gaged in putting out this fire, a second rick of hay wa 
also abserved to beignited and burning. An immediate 
endeavour was used to extinguish this, but it was 
found to be in flames in such a manner as to 
baffle all efforts on the part of the crowd. It appeared 
that on the next day, after these occurrences, 
a gentleman accompanied by some other magistrates, 
came to the house of Mr. Brennan, and, having heard of 
the arsons, they considered it right to give information 
to the resident magistrate, and accordingly a messenger 
was despatched for Captain Whelan. Upon the 26th, 
a shed in which the plaintiff kept his cattle, situated 
next to the cow-house took fire, and was burned down. 
Upon the arrival of Captain Whelan, the series of ma- 
licious acts complained of commenced. He (Mr. Fitz- 
gibbon) might class these acts under two heads, and the 
first he would call “Jokes.” The wisest writer except 
Solomon, that ever lived, was a great jester. Horace 
himself said:— 

‘- Whenever we're lonely, why, laughter is best ; 

A man may discuss ever truth with a jest.” i 
(A laugh.) There had been jesters even on the Bench ; 
and he (Mr. Fitzgibbon) would very much like to see 
Lord Norbury brought before a jury for one of 
his many jokes. (A laugh.) One of the most cele- 
brated judges they had ever had, and who once sat in 
the place of the Lord Chief Baron, was a famous 

jester;in fact, every day itsGuilliamore’s jokes(laughter). 

He (Mr. Fitzgibbon) did not wish the jury in the pre- 

sent case to mistake the object of his arguments ; he 
did not for a moment wish to convince them of the 

plaintiff's guilt ; that point had been decided by his ac- 

quittal. 

The learned Counsel then proceeded to recapitulate 

the facts, after which 

The defendant, Captain Whelan was examined by 

Mr. Richard Armstrong, Q.C. He deposed as follows :— 

An resident magistrate of the Queen’s County ; am 

stationed at Maryborough ; very often attend at Bally- 

brittas ; the first thing I heard of these fires was through 

the Head-constable, (Glynn,) who came to me on the 

morning ef the 26th ; he delivered a message from a Mr. 

Adair, and the other magistrates who were with him ; 

they said they were at Ballybrittas, at an investiga- 

tion which required my attendance;I1 arrived at 

the place at about 11 o’clock on the next day; 

I found Colonel, Coote, Mr. Maillard, and Mr. 
Alloway there on my arrival ; these gentlemen were 
in Brennan’s house ; I was then informed by them that 
they had been investigating the circumstances attendant 
on the fires ; when I arrived, Mr. Brennan was about 
to enter into a detailed account of the fires, but I asked 
him “ what caused them, sir?” Tle said, “ I think they 
came from Heaven ;” I replied “I think they must have 
had some assistance from earth (a laugh); I do not 
think the plaintiff observed that he had seen fire fall 
from Heaven, in Africa... 

The direct examination of the Defendant was being 
proceeded with, when we went to press. 

(Before Baron Fitzgerald, and common jury.) 

Hayes v. Martin.—Rowe v. Hutton. 

This was an action brought by the endorsees of a bill 
of exchange to recover from Mr. Martin, the drawer, 
and Mr, Hutton the acceptor, thesum of £100 18s. 6d. 
The defence was that the bill was an accomodation Dill, 
and that there had not been any consideration for the 
endorsement of it, by Mr. Martin, to Messrs. Reddish 
and Beake ; the mesne endorsees or for the endorsement 
by the latter to the plaintiff. 

If verdict by consent was taken on each case £36 13s. 
4d., subject to be increased to the full amount claimed 
in the event of Messrs. Reddish and Blake, not carrying 
out a certain undertaking. 

COURT OF PROBATE. 

(Before Judge Keating.) 

Dennis and Smyth v. M. L. Tew.—Dr. Chatterton, 
Q.C., with Mr. Smyth, applied on behalf of the plaintiff 
to have the defendant’s caveat dismissed and and for the 
costs of this suit, which was one to establish the will of 
the late Miss Esther Tew.. Some time after the plain- 
tiff lodged the will in the office of the court, the defendant 
entered a caveat, but upon seeing the will he had subse- 
quently withdrawn his caveat. 
Dr. Townsend contended that the defendant should 
not be obliged to pay the costs. 
Mr. Byrne having replied, 
Judge Keating said that the circumstances under 
which the present application was made were these :— 
This was a suit to establish a will of an old lady named 
Tew.—The defendant had entered his caveat so far back 
as the 14th April, and in that month his solicitor wrote 
to the plaintiff’s solicitor requesting to be allowed to see 
the will. If the defendant was not anxious to get into 
a suit it was a little surprising that there was not any 
further application to the plaintiff’s solicitor, who had 
before admitted that he had the will. The 
caveat, although entered on the 14th of April, 
was not warned until the 29th, and there was no 
appearance until the 4th of May, and the party had thus 
a locus penitentia between those periods, and could have 
applied again to see the will. Nothing of the kind was 
done. ‘The defendant’s solicitor, some time subsequent 
to the 10th of June, the day on which the plaintiff’s 
declaration was filed, served a notice, stating that the 
will would not be disputed. The case was now reduced 
to this :—The motion of the plaintiff was a motion of 
course, unless there were clear special facts to make the 
case vary from the general rule. He did not see that 
those facts were madeout ; and that being so, he thought 
he should grant the prayer of the notice.

PERILOUS PASSAGE _SEVENTEEX LIVES 
IST 


OST. 

We (Cork Constitution) have been favoured with the 
following interesting extracts froma letter addressed 
toa gentleman in this city. The escape of the writer 
and his companions is almost miraculous. The captain, 
first mate, thirteen of the crew, and two of the passen- 
gers have perished, and their loss appears attributable 
to that culpable economy which so oftén overshoots itself. 
The writer will be recogtized as a fellow citizen :— 

“ Valparaiso, 13th May, 1859, Ship Indian Queen. 
“My Dear,,. I arrived here on the 10th instant, after 
a disastaous voyage from Melbourue, having by the 
wonderful mercy of the Almighty been preserved from 
an awful death by shipwreck on the ice. We sailed 
from Melbourne on the 17th March, in number forty-one 
passengers and twenty-two in officers and crew. The 
ship is 1,045 tons, and ought to have had ten more able 
seamen, but cleared with only nine able bodied, the cooks 
and stewards being entered as able bodied, and some 
others who were not sailors, and getting home at a no- 
minal rate of wages. This was found soon after sailing, 
there were not sufficient sailors to work the ship, 
land the steerage passengers were obliged to as- 
sist, which they did cheerfully, hoping to get quickly 
round Cape Horn, and into fine weather, thence to Eng- 
land. We sailed in company with the Greyhound for 
Liverpool and other ships for London, and parted with 
the last oa the 25th of March, our vessel steering a 
more southerly course than the others, Captain Brewer 
preferring this on account of the strong westerly 
winds prevailing between 25 degs. and 60 degs. S. lat., 
and the short degrees of longtitude in high parallels of la- 
titude, a fatal error, as it proved in our case. We 
got strong west winds from 45 degs: south, and 
ran fast before them, 220 and 270 miles a day, 
until we got to 52 degs S. lat. and 170 E. long., when 
the weather began to get cloudy and rainy, air very cold, 
and barometers any my aucroid all fell gradually until 
they were about 284 degs., being much below the ave- 
rage in Port Philip, and further fell to 280 degs. before 
we struck ice. From 26th March to 3lst we got no ob- 
servation, the weather being cloudy, and last two days 
thick mist and fog prevailed, the wind blowing strong 
from N.W. On 3lst March the air was so raw and cold 
we began to feel uneasy. I walked that day some hours 
with Captain Brewer, and remarked to him we felt 
anxious about running in such thick weather. He as- 
sured me we were free from any dangers, and there were 
strict look-outs kept, and of course passengers must be 
satisfied with the master’s opinion, as be is the proper 
judge in such cases. At 11 p.m. the ship was going 
10 to 10} with all studding sails set, being the captain’s 
watch, from twelve to four. We thought as it was so cold 
and no fire or light allowed we might turn im; we did 
so, and were soon asleep. At two o'clock we were 
aroused by a dreadful shock, followed by a crashing of 
spars and a grinding of the vessel against a hard sub- 
stance. I quickly hurried on some clothes, and called 
to the other salnon passengers to do the same, and follow 
me on deck, for they were staring aghast at their cabin 
doors. I knew we were on ice, as my cabin was on the 
nearest side to the grinding noise. On reaching the 
poop, dreadful was the scene that could be madeout faintly 
amidst rain and spray, the night being very dark and 
wind strong. The ship was lying broadside on to a 
great mountain of bluish ice, which towered a high 
spectral mass over our heads; all herspars above, fore and 
maijn-mast heads broken off, and with yards and sails hang- 
ing over thestarboardside, Theforemast appeared broken 
from-the deck, but still held on at an angle with the 
deck, the mizen mast and mizen topmast standing, only 
the crossjard yatd and sail and spanker remaining of the 
large spread of sails a full-rigged clipper ship carries. 
I saw no officer or sailor on the poop but observed the 
port life-boat had been lowered, and knew at once we 
were deserted. ‘Phe carpenter’s voice alone was heard 
shouting “the pumps are right, the ship makes no 
water ;” so encouraging the passengers, I got them to 
back the crossjack, and haul out the spanker, which had 
been brailed on, and it was soon apparent the ship was get- 
ting sternway pastthe ice. The second mate then cane 
amongst usand said the captain, chief mate, and nearly all 
the crew had lowered the life-boat and goneaway. Wesoon 
discovered the boat in the gloom, and men in her offour star 
board beam. We shouted forthem to pull alongside, 
that the ship was tight, and threw out ropes as far as 
we could towards them. The noise of the wind pre- 
vented our making out what they said, except to lower 
the other lifeboat, get out the longboat, the former was 
stove by the falling spars, and the other, a large heavy 
boat on the chocks, was invaluable tous. They then 
began to cry for help in the boat, and it was heart-rend- 
ing to us not to be able to assist them, as it appeared 
they lost their oars and the back swell from the ice had 
nearly filled the boat, so that some threw themselves 
out, and endeavoured to reach the ship by the aid of 
theoars. Only one man got alongside, to whom we 
threw a life buoy and a rope. He got the rope 
and pulled himself half up the side where he 
fell back exhausted, and sank. The ship was twenty 
feet from the top of the bulwarks to the water, a height 
too great to climb in a heavy sea, but the ‘terrible cold 
made it worse for these poor men. Soon we lost sight 
of the boat and all in the darkness, and our own condi- 
tion absorbed all our faculties. The back swell kept us 
off the ice, aud as she was drifting astern we saw we got 
past the yw sn, on our starboard hand. It happen- 
ed through 'smercy the ship ran into a bight, nearly 
stern to, partly on starboard bow, wind being abeam. of 
her, as she struck the lee yards and bowsprit, and her 
long flanging head smashed and broke the shock, and 
beiug very light from her buoyancy, she bounded off, 
and the swell from the ndicuiar iceberg, kept her 
back from it, her head pantie turned, so that the 
wind drawing a-head soon gave her sfern way alongside 
the ice. The forecastle was covered with some tons of 
ice, which fell from the side of the berg, and we were 
now employed in getting this overboard. Day broke 
darkly and misty, with less wind; we looked anxiously 
around for some sign of the boat, and another terrible 
te met our immense abeam of us! We 
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away. 
day ship began to steer and make some headway ; passed 


so siowly as to make us all very fearful of passing too 
close. We had passed it about three miles when we be- 
held an awful sight. The berg was of great height, 
square,fully 4 to 5 miles long,when, as we gazed it parted 
one third of its length, and this portion slip off 
from the rest rushing like an avalanche into the sea. 
which it tore up in great waves. Ina few nioments it 
floated off two miles from the rest, leaving a long track 
of floating masses between, and towed there an it 

shaped and large berg. Fearful must have been our fate 
if we had not passed. This made us keep asfar as pos- 
sible from others, and we did not get clear of ice until the 
10th of April, when we passed two bergs in 544 deg, 
S. lat. e had strong south and south-west winds. 
snow and sleet up to 52 degs., axxiously looking for a 
ship, being in track of the Australian homeward bound. 
On examining chart and log I found the captain was 
two degrees out in latitude, how much in longitude we 
could not tell, as we could not find any rate for the 
chronometers, except the one put on board in the month 
of May, 1858, and evidently not correct, as they were 
rated in Melbourne, and we could find no trace of the 
rates. They were not logged as they ought to, have been. 
The daily workings were on a slate, rubbed off when 
result found, and only $é'o different days could we find. 
We ultimately worked the Liverpool rates, and an ap- 
proximated one from the figures we found. We esti- 
mated we were lat. 60 degs. 20 min. W. long. 149 degs. 
when we struck. By Captain’s chart we were mark- 
ed down in 58 degs. Jat., 153 long. on 3ist March. 
On consulting, together I recommended Valparaiso as 
our best port to steer for. Tahite was nearer, and 
miget be reached ; New Zealand nearest, but to wind- 
ward of prevailing winds. Our distance from Valparaiso 
3,800 miles N.E. We resolved on Valparaiso, and passing 
to north of 50 degs. gave tip hopes of seeing any ship, 
as the Southern Ocean above 50 degs. to 30 degs. S, lat, and 
from 180 degs, to 90 degs. W. long. is seldom crossed, being 
out of the way. of all triders. We found all good sails 
were gone ; only a few heavy spare sails were left, and 
onlv one coil of small rope, and as wr saved little rope 
from the wreck, we soon found only old rotten ropes and 
old worn sails available. The ship left Melbourne shame- 
fully short of stores, and appears never to have been 
well found, worked on the cheap idea. and we could 
only get a topsail yatd to the mainmast, dnd 4 mizen 
topsail thereon, a topmast on end forward to stump 
of foremast and a yard, and topgallant-sail set there. 
We had had therefore only three small square sails 
sqanker, maintopsail, and main staysail, no jib; 
we had not gear to rig One. So with a 
great high ship 1,045 tons, not even sufficiently bal- 
lasted, you may imagine we could do nothing on a wind 
on a lee shere. I need not dwell on our voyage. We 
had generally fair winds, heavy gales at times and ter- 
rible seas, in which the ship rolled frightfully, but the 
Almighty preserved us, and the ship kept pretty tight, 
so we had only the sails and steering to mind. We were 
anxious to know our longtitude, especially as we ap- 
proached South America, and observed a change in 
colour of water. Again we were favoured by meeting 
an American whaler, the Lafayette, of New Bedford, 
Captain Rae ; he saw us before we saw his barque, and he 
stood to us and pulled on board, no little surprised at our 
cohditioú. He offered us evety assistance, and remained 
by us for a d'y, when showing us our position ; within 
two days’ sail of port, heleft us, very grateful for his kind- 
ness. We took nothing from him, us we had fine weather 
and fair wind. Ourreckoniog was 78 deg. ; we proved to 
be in 75 deg., the ship having made more way than we 
thought or allowed. Onthe 9th May we made land, and 
that evening Valpariso Light bore E.N.E. 20 miles, stood 
off until morning of 10th. On opening the boy, crowded 
with ships of all nations, we saw H.M. Ship Ganges, 84 ; 
we fired a gun, and immediately the welcome sight of 
five men-of-war boats gladdened our eyes. How we 
cheered its well-loved flag and hearty English faces. 
Soon they took us in tow ; a party of marines jumped 
on board and lowered yards, &c., and by twelve o’clock 
we were moored safely in the bay. <A sad spectacle 
our ship is—a great hole in her bows where a bow-sprit 
ran out, The spar was driven right in and smashed in 
pieces, starboard iron broke, and all the head-gear 
ground off like brittle glass. only main and mizen masts 
standing, head of former carried away ; vessel like a 
great hulk twonty-two feet over water to bulwark top. 
It is only ,by the Divine protection and favor we have 
bronght eet a hulk nearly 4,000 miles, a voyage almost 
unexampled, under jury. masts, and could not have been 
in a remote part of the ocean traversed by merchant 
ships than whera the disrster of the 1st April occurred.

position, while they are yet quite unable to obtain the 
assistance of a curate ?. 

Did I not know the value of spacein your columns, I 
should wsllingly enter into the inquiry, how far long and 
fervent prayer is possible in habitual devotion,and what 
there is in Scripture. bearing on the subject; but, 
earnestly dessiring the inaertion of these few lines, Iadd 
no more.

Mr. Lawry was in the sixty-sixth year of his age, and 
the forty-third of his ministry. 

St. DouLAGH's, County Dusiix.—The Rev. W. 
Studdart Kennedy has commenced the organization ofa 
committee for the purpose of thoroughly repairing the 
very interesting remains of the ecclesiastical building at 
St. Doulagh’s. Mr. Kennedy, accompanied by Mr.

It 
appears that he was swimming not far beyond them, and 
not out of his depth, when he suddenly called for help, 
which, not being yielded, he sank. Cramp is surmised 
as the cause.—Clare Journal. 

A suicide o¢curred at Cork on Friday evening last 
under more than usually horrifying circumstances. A 
young married woman named Lynch, in a fit of mental 
aberration, caused by grief for the loss.of a much loved 
child, threw herself out of a window 40 feet from the 
ground. Her mother (Mrs. Kelleher) succeeded in seizing 
her by the hair, when, as she was thus suspended, a 
man from a window below caught her by the feet. At 
the same moment the mother had to leave her hold; the 
body swung over, and also fell from the grasp of the 
person below, descending to a railing underneath, where 
the wretched woman was impaled, meeting instanta- 
neous death. 

The prospectus of the Connorree Mining Company 
(Limited) is issued. The object of this company is to 
purchase the lease, and to work on a more extended 
scale than at present the mineral property of Connorree, 
situate at Avoca, in the county of Wicklow, and rich in 
suiphur ore and iron pyrites.

They have 
an agreement for a new lease for forty-one years, to date 
from the formation of this company, at a royalty of 1-16 
on all produce, without “sleeping rent” of any kind. 
The capital of the company is fixed at £50,000, in shares 
of £1 each. 

Tue Ricumonp Murper.—The trial of Dr. Smethurst 
for the murder of a lady named Isabella Bankes will take 
place at the ensuing session of the Central Criminal 
Court, before Sir Alexander Cockburn, the newly a 
pointed Chief Justice of the Court of Queen’s Bench. 
The case is one that creates very great interest, and it is 
expected to vccupy three or four days. 


Tue Late Bankruptcy at Liverroor.—A meeting 
of the creditors of Messrs, Stevens Brothers was held to- 
day, and Messrs. H. Banner and Sons’ statement of their 
affairs showed their liabilities to be £132,000, and assets 
£96,000. These estimates were made upon the insol- 
vents’ statement, as no books being kept there were no 
other means of arriving at a correct estimate. Much 
dissatisfaction was expressed by the creditors—of whom 
about 150 were present—at this unpardonable negligence 
as also at the indefensible overtrading exhibited by the 
firm, who with no capital had entered into transactions 
involving so large an amount, and extending to every 
quarter of the globe. The largest portion of the assets 
are in the hands of their brokers in Bombay, and who 
have been in the habit of granting advances on their 
shipments. The consideration of a proposition to pay 
12s. 6d. in the pound, payable in six, nine, twelve, 
eighteen, and tw -four months, the last guaranteed

Shortly before eight o’clock Adams knelt down, and 
with his hands covered ever his face, breathed an in 
ward prayer. He then rose, shook hands with the sur- 
geon and Mr. Wextherhead, goverrior of the gaol, and 
thanked them for their kindness. He then turned to 


thanking him and Mr. Smith. Mr. Under-Sherit! Surr 
asked him if he had anything to communicate, when he 
said, “ nothing.”

AN INCIDENT AT THE LEvEE.—Ít is not unlikely that 
some who attended the Queen’s Levee at St. James's 
Palace on Satarday last may have witnessed the very 
unustial sight of a peer standing immediately in her 
-Majesty’s presente withhis head covered. This was no 
other than John Constantine De Courcy, Lord Kin- 
sale, Premier Baron in the peerage of Ireland, whose 
ancestor, John De Courcy, having been betrayed inte 
the hands of King John, was conveyed to England and 
confined in the ‘ower, where he remained utimeticed 
until a champion of Philip, King of France, appeared at 
the court of John and proposed: to assert his master’s 
claim to Normandy in single combat. De Courcy was 
considered asa fit person to meet this challenge, which, 
he at last accepted, after many indignant refusals. 
When he entered the lists, the Frenchman, terrified 
at his stern aspect and gigantic size, declined the 
combat and basely retired. De Courcy, having wor this 
bloodless victory, exhibited a proof ofhis bodily strength 
at the request of the two Kings, by cleaving at one 
blow, a helmet, coat of mail, arid stake, on which 
thev were fastened. John gave him his hberty, restored 
him to his possessions, and, in compliance with a 
singular request by De Courcy, granted to him and his 
heirs the privilege of standing covered in their first 
audience with the Kings of England. ‘Thus we have 
seen this noble baron assert this singular privilege after 
the lapse of six centuries and a-half, nor was any dis- 
respect intended to the fair and illastrious lady who 
now fills the throne: of these realms, for, as he stood 
before her, he raised his hat and feathers, and slowly 
replacing it upon his head, retired from the Royal 
presence. With the tact and great historical know- 
ledge for which her Majesty, and, indeed, all her family 
is so celebrated, she at once acknowledged the! right. 
Lord Kinsale, no doubt, is as ready as his ancestor to 
meet a Frenchman in single combat now, cleave tlie 
helmet and coat of mail at the bidding of his Sovereign. 
It may not have escaped the reccollection of all our 
readers that,on the occasion of George the LV. going over 
to Ireland, his lordship,s great uncle presinted himself 
before the King at Dublin Castle in a handsome court 
suit, and retained upon his head a black velvet cap, 
surmounted by splendid plumes of feathers, with a 
diamond aigrette. ‘The late lord was never at court. 

Tue Irisu Fisuertes.—The Report on Irish Fisheries 
for 1858 was published yesterday. The sea-coast fishery 
does not, unfortunately, appear to be in that progres- 
sive state of general improvement which might be 
desired. In somé localities, where the means of transit 
by steam are available, an activity in capture, and an in- 
creae in business, are perceptible. The languid state of 
the Irish fisheries is attributed in a great measure to the 
want of curing establishments. In districts remote from 
railway and steam-boat communication, there is no con- 
stant and steady demand for sea-fish, and the sale de- 


the vendors being at the mercy of the purchasers as far 
as price is concerned. Some of the oyster fisheries, 
created under the powers invested in the commissioners 
for granting licenses to private parties to form artificial 
layings or beds, have prespered, and it is anticipated that 
this success may stimulate others to embark in similar 
operations, more especially as the supply of this descrip- 
tion of food falls far short of the demand. ‘The salmon 
fisheries present a more flourishing condition, and are 
progressively improving. ‘The laws are better observed, 
and, where it becomes necessary to enforce them more 
vigorously administered than heretofore.
